ALL TO DISCRIMINATE 


Urb ana. 111., Feb . 6.— "E very vil­ 
lage overwhelmed b y Teutonic forces 
was a Black Hand letter to the world 
saying, 'He German or b e killed.’ We 
are In this war b ecause we decline to 
m ake a choice b etween these two 
evils. 
The whole nation m ust gird 
itself to win victory, and to this end 
every man, woman and child must 
do his full share,” said Prof. A. W. 
Jam ison of the College of Agricul­ 
ture of the University of Illinois, in 
an address on "W ar Against W aste” 
in the University Auditorium here 
tonight. 
“ The arm y and navy are the fists 
of the nation delivering the b lows, 
b ut just as a prize fighter needs arms, 
legs and b ody and head to support 
and 
direct his fists, so the arm y and 
navy need the rest of the nation, fully 
organized, to support them. 
"The women of this country are 
doing service b y knitting socks, one 
stitch at a time, until some nine or 
ten thousand stitches are taken, then 
doing it again and so completing one 
single pair of socks. 
We have b een 
told over and over again 
that food 
will 
win the war. 
Our 
individual 
weekly consumption of flour is ab out 
five pounds, 
if. b y sub stituting other 
cereals, corn, rye, oats, b arley or rice, 
we can cut this five pounds to four 
or a little# less, we shall have done 
all tha t is necessary in this direction, 
hut every one m ust do his share of 
the cutting. 
" If each family wastes one single 
ounce slice of b read a day, 4 70,000 
acres of land m ust produce the aver­ 
age crop of wheat to take care of that 
which is thrown away. Are you wast­ 
ing b read? 
Are you eating more 
than you need? 
Are you using all 
wheat instead of a m ix ture? 
If you 
are, you are not supporting the fight­ 
ing men as you should. 
W e have 
b een asked to reduce sugar consum p­ 
tion. 
The small am ount of one tab le­ 
spoonful a day in a year m eans 114 
pounds of sugar annually for each 
family, or more than 1,000,000 tons 
a year for the nation. 
" F or several 
weeks I have 
b een 
weighing coal for my furnace and 
find that ten pounds is ra the r a 
small shovelful. 
If each family in 
the country will save one furnace 
shovel of coal per day, and it can b e 
done easily 
b y 
careful 
firing, the 
natipn 
in 
six 
m onths 
will 
save 
18 ,000,000 tons of coal. Think, too, 
of the cars released from coal haul­ 
ing. 
It takes today 10,000 trains to 
haul 
18 ,000,000 tons of coal.” 
Prof. Jam ison urged people to dis­ 
crim inate b etween lux ury and neces­ 
sity and to 
consider sacrifice 
and 
economy as a duty. 
He added: 
"T he productive part of the nation 
is not m ore than 30,000,000 m en and 
you cannot w ithdraw from 5 to 10 
per cent of that 
num b er for arm y 
purposes w ithout creating a great 
economic disturb ance. 
Those of us 
w ho are not called upon to risk life 
and limb should do our utm ost in all 
other directions. 
Ask a high school 
b oy w hat ‘X' 
represents.

Washington, Feb . 7.—In declaring 
that the United States and the allies 
are winning the fight against the U- 
b oats Secretary Daniels said: 
‘‘We are having our ups and downs, 
b ut the fight Is b eing won.” 
The results of the anti-sub marine

pendulumlike, Mr. Daniels added, with 
the return swing b ecoming shorter and 
shorter as the allies gradually per­ 
fected their operations. 
The secretary ex pressed optlmisjn 
regarding the conditions at the ports 
of deb arkation in France. 
The con­ 
gestion there at first had b een "aw­ 
ful,” he said, b ut the conditions 
b een wonderfully improved, and con­ 
tinual improvement is to b e ex pected. 
In putting the responsib ility for the 
success or failure of the shipb uilding 
program on lab or, Mr, Pies, appealing 
for shipyard workers, said: 
"The shipping b oard has the neces­ 
sary 
y a rds, the materials and 
the 
money. 
All that Is lacking is a spirit 
in the nation that will send 250,000 
American mechanics into the yards to 
give the b est and most efficient work. 
"If we are to keep ahead of the sub ­ 
marine campaign,” he added, "we must 
run three shifts a day 52 weeks in the 
year. 
"Our program calls- for the con­ 
struction in 1918 of eight times the 
tonnage delivered in 1916, at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000,000. 
Complete unity of shipping opera­ 
tions b etween the United States and 
the allies has b een effected.

announced b y Chairman Edwin N. Hur­ 
ley, chairman of the shipping b oard.

7.—Danger

widespread suffering from lack of coal 
still is imminent, fuel administration 
officials declared in announcing the 
continuance of the Monday closing or­ 
der. 
State fuel adm inistrators have re­ 
ported that thousands of homes in 
New York and other cities of the East 
and middle West have no coal and can­ 
not get it in sufficient quantities to 
make living conditions b earab le.

German sy mpathizers re­

Inso far as they may hav e do ne so , their co ngratu latio ns were sho rt liv ed. 
No satisfacto ry su bstitu te has y et been fo u nd fo r spru ce in bu ilding 
planea. 
It is light and has great strength, the two essential qu alities. 
Spru ce is no t as plenty as it was befo re the day s o f its free u se fo r paper 
making. 
Hu t there is co nsiderable left, particu larly in Washingto n and 
Oro go n, and the Canadian su pplies mu st be fairly go o d. 
When it appeared that there wo u ld be tro u ble in getting o u t the 
•pruce, regiments were o rganized o f men familiar with lu mbering. 
The 
great difficulty o ccu rred after the spru ce was go t o u t, o n the pro blem o f 
seaso ning the wo o d. 
After it is ju st cu t it is far to o wet and sappy . 
Ordi­ 
narily seaso ning takes twelv e to eighteen mo nths. 
The scientists go t u p a 
pro cess that wo u ld do it in fo u r mo nths. 
But the army men said that was 
to o lo ng. No w a seaso ning pro cess by satu Fatio n has been dev ised that 
do es the bu siness in abo u t ten day s. 


It takes abo u t 125 feet o f spru ce 
bo ards to bu ild an airplane. This all 
hah to be go o d smo o th wo o d, witho u t kno ts 
o r o ther irregu larities. 
As the 
wo o d is largely defectiv e, it actu ally takes o v er 4,000 feet as it ru ns fo r 
each plane. 
This, o f co u rse, makes a tremendo u s demand o n o u r spru ce 
reso urces. 


So the technical men are stu dy ing the qu estio n o f su bstitu tes.

While o ther dealers will wait fo r weeks o r indefinitely 
fo r the pu blic to co me aro u nd and see their stu ff, the adv ertisers get their 
appeal in first. 
Peo ple lo o k u po n them as the headqu arters fo r these go o ds, 
the places where they can be had to best acv aniage, where the largest 
asso rtments are kept, and the best prices are giv en. 


It is a hard pro po sitio n to beat an adv ertised sto re. 
By th j time its 
Co mpetito rs hav e cau ght u p to where it was in any particu lar, the adv ertised 
•to re has clo sed o u t that particu lar lino 
oZ sto ck and taken u p so mething 
new. It is alway s ahead o f the game, and it pay s fo r the pu blic to patro nize 
that kind o f place. 


There had been u p to Janu ary 18, 19 18, 473,116 applicatio ns fo r to tal

There do esn’t seem to be any go o d reaso n fo r this high price, 
generally speaking. There is plenty o f co rn, plenty o f o ats, plenty o f barley , 
ry e, bu ckwheat, etc. 
Co rn meal particu larly o u ght to be cheaper than 
wheat flo u r. 


Freight tro u bles hav e had mu ch to do with keeping u p prices o f these 
co mmo dities. 
There hav e been lo cal scarcities. 
Dealers in so me cases hav e 
pro baWy taken adv antage o f the demand tb lev y an ex o rbitant pro fit. 
Bu t 
if there is no t so o n an adequ ate su pply o f them av ailable ev ery where at fair 
prices, Mr. Ho o v er will hav e to take the m atter in hand. 
Perhaps he sho u ld

If the su bstitu tes co st so mu ch that co nsu mers canno t affo rd to bu y 
them instead o f wheat flo u r, that may be a legitimate ex cu se fo r refu sing to 
bu y them. Bu t certainly it is no ex cu se to say that they “ co st ju st as mu ch” 
o r "nearly as mu ch.” 
And ev en if they do happen to co st a little mo re, fo r 
the time being, mo st o f u * might acqu iesce cheerfu lly , as a patrio tic sacri­ 
fice.

In official quarters it was indicated 
the president’s first use of the powers 
lie seeks will b e to reorganize the war 
industries b oard Into the central co­ 
ordinating b ody for ail the depart 
ments, with authority second only to 
his in arb itrating supply m atters b e­ 
tween the departments and the b ureau. 


Members Up in Arms. 
At tlu* head of tlds^b ody, it is tin 
derstood, he will place Bernard N 
Baruch, and clothe him with dele­ 
gated authority that will make him 
virtually a minister of munitions. 
Democrats as well as Repub lican 
leaders who are opposed to further 
centralization 
of 
arb itrary 
powers, 
are up in arms over the legislat'd!. 
They declare its passage would con­ 
fer on the president unlimited means 
of delegating power to sub ordinates. 
Under the b ill the president may 
shift and interchange at will any and 
all of the various b ureaus, depart­ 
ments, commissions ami officers. 
The b ill states that the president, 
in making the various changes, shall 
act “in such manner as in his judg­ 
ment shall seem b est,” and “as he may 
deem appropriate.” 
Postmaster General Burleson 
car­ 
ried the b ill direct from the White- 
House to Senator Overman of North 
Carol ¡am, « huirman of the Judiciary 
committee and a strong adm inistra­ 
tion supporter. 


Martin Refuses to Offer Bill. 
After It had b een reported to the 
senate, thy b ill was Sent to the judi­ 
ciary committee. 
Some days ago, Senator Martin of 
X irginla, the Democratic floor leader 
and a man whom the president usual­ 
ly calls upon for counsel, refused to in­ 
troduce the b ill. He also said he will 
not vote for it. 
Senator Gallinger of New H am p­ 
shire, the Repub lican leader, said it Is 
“Inconceivab le” that the measure will 
pass. 
Senator Hitchcock of Neb raska, who 
has b een b acking the war cab inet and 
munitions director Dills, said there is 
no doub t tlie suggestions b y the senate 
military affairs committee for more 
co-ordination in the government had 
b een the stimulus of the new b ill. 
“It is a recognition of the fact that 
something has to b e done,” he said. 
Ob jection immediately was made to 
the b ill in some quarters b ecause of 
its ominous character. 
Its opponents 
say it provides co-ordination, b ut this 
co-ordination 
is 
b rought 
ab out 
b y 
“presidential legislation,” instead of 
“congressional action.” 
Section of Bill. 
The first section of the b ill pro­ 
vides : 
“That, for the national security of 
defense, for the successful prosecution 
of the war, for the support and m ain­ 
tenance of the army and navy and for 
the b ettor utilization of resources and 
industries and for the more effective 
exercise and more efficient adm inistra­ 
tion b y the president of b is powers as 
commander In chief of the land and 
naval forces, the president is hereb y 
authorized and empowered to make 
such redistrib ution of functions amon 
executive agencies as he may deem 
necessary, 
including 
any 
functions, 
duties and powers hitherto b y law 
conferred upon any executive depart­ 
ment, commission, b ureau, agency, of 
five or officer, in such manner as in his 
judgment shall seem b est fitted to car 
ry out the purpose of tins act, and to 
this end is authorized to make such 
regulations and to issue such orders as 
he may deem necessary. 
In Force Year After War. 
“Provided that this act shall remain 
iu force during the continuance of the 
present war and for one year after the 
termination of the war b y the procla­ 
mation of the treaty of peace, or at 
such earlier time during tho said year 
as the president may designate. 
“And provided, further, that the ter­ 
mination of this act shall not affect 
any acts done or any right or ob liga­ 
tion accruing or accrued pursuant to 
this act and during the time that tlds 
act is in force.”
